DR. ADAMS TO RETIRE 
AFTER THIRTY-FIVE 
YEARS ON THE STAFF 



Dean Frank D. Adams, Ph.D.. 
D.Sc, U..O.. F.G.C3-, K.rt.S.. dean 
of tin- faculty of graduate stud cs, 
•dean of the faculty of Applied .Sci- 
ence, and Vico-J'resHenl of the Uni- 
versity, is leaving AtcGijl at tin.' cio.se 
of the preset session, after it period 
of service at the L'niyerslty extend ng 
over thirty-five years. 

It will be aimost impossible to esti- 
mate the loss that the university 
will sustain when Dean Adams severs 
his connect on with lier, said Sir Ar- 
thur Currie last night when Interviewed 
by the "Dally." lie was an able ad- 
min strator, a scholar of repute, and 
an inspiring teac her. For over thirty 
years, successive classes of students 
have passed under him and have gone 
out into positions: of the highest im- 
portance, and they would bo the first 
to acclaim hint. 

Personally, the Principal said, he 
would feel Hie loss very deeply. In 
all his experence lie had never met 
a man who was keener on h s work. 
VHnore loyal, more sympathetic, or so 
P/willlng to always do n little more 
than his share- 

Dean Adams, one of the world's 
oustandlng geologists, received his de- 
grees of bachelor of science, master 
of science, .and later that of doctor of 
science, from .McC-ill, and in 18X9 
carne to this university as lecturer in 
Geology. J„ 130(1 lie was appointed 
>, Dean of the Faculty of Applied Sci- 
ence. .Upon tin' retirement of Dean 
Charles E. Moys,. at the close of the 
1019 se.ss.on Dr. Adams became act- 
ing-principal and npo„ the appoint- 
ment of Kir Arthur Currie In the fol- 
lowing year, he was named VIcc- 
Jrinclpal.

He is an 
of .Mining and Metallurgy of London, 
England. » member ,»!' the Commis- 
sion of Conservat'on of Canada, and 
of the the honorary advisory coun- 
cil for Scientific and inust rial Re- 
cearch. Canada, lies des bpliig au hon- 
orary member of several societies in 
the United States and a corresponding 
number if of the Geological Society 
of Stockholm, Sweden, and the Geo- 
logical Society of Belgium . 

In 131.1 Dean Adams was appoin- 
ted president of the International 
Congress of Geologists.

Dr. Adams has been the author of 
many papers dealing more especially 
wiih problems of motariiorphls.m and 
the older crystalline rocks of the 
ear th js ci-uhI, w^hiuli have appeared 
In various, scientific publications in 
Can adit, England, and lo the Un. ted 
Stales, and several papers on the Na- 
tonnj Domain in Canada and its Con- 
licr.yatioji.

TRAGIC DROWNING 
NEARJT. ANNES 

E. P. Ridgewell, Science '26, 
Lost His Lif è When 
Canoe Capsized 

Ernest Percy Ridgewell. Science '2ii, 
or 151 Drummond St., Montreal, was 
drowned at St. Amies yesterday af- 
ternoon when he, hi company with 
S- W. Lyons oi) firs',, year Science, 
-,.i.icm. led to sliirnt xr.S'S-apids lu a 
canoe. 

The two students on the second 
day after wriCng their last final 
exams, being revolver shoot ng en- 
thusiasts, set nut for St. Aunes with 
three revolvers, to practice on one of 
the islands near the town. After 
spending some time on the Isliid they 
deeded lo shoot the rapids, a feat 
which has been successfully perform- 
ed many times by engineering stu- 
dents who spend some time there 
each year at summer school. Rut 
the river was swollen and running 
very swiftly so that It is probable 
til* two students were unable 10 guide 
the frail craft away from the danger 
zone. Underneath the C.f'.R. 
bridge the canoe capsized. Ridge- 
well sank and was not seen to rise 
to the surface again. Lyons was 
pulled out ol" the icy water In an ex- 
hausted condition by some boat mon 
w. messes nT the tragic accident, who 
secured a bold on his clothes with a 
boat hunk. 

The body of Uidfvewell was mil re- 
covered when the last report was re- 
ceived. He was l.wenly-oue years of 
age. a student well-liked by his com- 
rades, and he look a great interest 
in revolver and rifle shooting. Tt 
s the irony of late that the accident 
should have occurred when be had 
mnsl reason lo enjoy life— on the 
completion of a strenuous week of 
final exams.

Alex- 
ander, Président 'of the Political 
Lconomy Club and by L C. Tombs, 
President of the Historical Club, the 
former dealing with the more or 
less theoretical side, while the latter 
dwelt on the actual, political aspect. 
Among those who look an active part 
in the discussion that followed the 
reading of the papers were Prof. 

Prof. \V, T. W'augh, 
Dr. It. Stanley Weir. K.C.. Mr. Carle- 
ton Stanley and several members <•(. 
both clubs. Tributes worn paid to the 
educational value of such organiza- 
tions, especially when the proceedings 
were Informai. 

At the first annual dinner of the 
Historical Club, over sixty guests 
were present. These included many 
former members, several ot whom ex- 
pressed surprise at the growth and 
progress of the Club since their day. 
As Prof. Basil Williams, the Toast- 
master, pointed out, this was due in 
great part to the tireless energy of 
the President, U C. Tombs". To the 
great regret of the members, Sir 
Arthur Currie, Dr. Chas. Colby, the 
founder of lh 0 Club and Prof. Stephen 
Lcacoek were unavoidably absent. 

The guest of honour, Dr. R. t!. Mer- 
I'lmun, professor of history at Har- 
vard, spoke most entertainingly on 
methods of studying history in various 
parts of the world. The ISngUshmaii, 
he snid, went lo the sources of his 
subject as though it were a game, 
and produced men like Macaulny or 
Gibbon. The German, favouring in- 
tense specialization, wrote hooks, 
which, compiled Willi most pains- 
taking care, were often uulle useless 
for ordinary work. The I'Yenchin.'ui 
combined Teutonic accuracy with an 
Interesting', human, and essentially 
readable style. Professor Meriimun 
considered the Sorbonne one of tie.-' 
be.il places to do good work, and ad- 
vised any man with a taste, for ad- 
vanced historical study to complete 
his education in Paris. 

Dr. Merriman told of archives in 
Spain which were proving historical 
Kl Dorados for those interested in re- 
search. Although It Is not generally 
known. Spaniards in America coveted 
Labrador In 15110 and were plotting 
lo oust Jacques Cartier and his fol- 
lowers from tlie banks of the St. Law- 
rence whon wars in Italy changed 
their arrangements. 

B. A. Korsoy proposed the toast to 
"Alma Mater," Dr- Mackay replying, 
while W. C. AI iinn, a former member, 
moved the toast to the Club, the Pres- 
ident, I.. C. Tombs, responding. Dr. 
I-' ,S- Patch, a member of the original 
executive, replied in tin- toast of the 
"Korincr M em Wis" proposed by A.

The University session for 1923-24 lias gone; il is now nearly 
a thing of the past . The days have slipped quietly and almost im- 
perceptibly, one vinlo the other until the weeks have grown into 
months; and the months in turn, with their ever increasing num- 
bers, have brought about that maturity of time which signifies the 
annual termination of the college year. To some this means no- 
thing but a slight, probably pleasant, break in educational life. 
Perhaps, in truth, it may even b erespite from hard labour. But 
to four hundred and more this swift flight of time is of great mo- 
ment, for it has carried them over a period of mixed pleasure and 
work, achievements and failures, to the end of a university life- 
Yes, for them the end has come. But the last brings the first; the 
ending is a great beginning; and in just a month McGill, for such as 
lese, will be of the realm of by-gone things, and the whole world 
will be of the future. 

And therefore Convocation may well be looked forward to by 
the graduating student as an event of great magnitude. To the 
curious-eyed bystander, it may convey little, except those transient 
and ephemeral delights derived from witnessing a ceiemoiiious dis- 
play.

Not so very long ami philosophy 
formed nilmiitcilly the buals of iill 
true etliiciitlon. U whh rcRiirdeil ' as 
the groiitcst of all studios, essential 
nllke io Mo and Icariitnérl conferring 
v'rtuc .nul 1 wimloin tipop all who con- 
cerned themselves faithfully with its 
problems and their solution. Its in- 
tcrests vailed considerably; at one 
period it seemed to lie occupied 
nviiiriy with n'n liiqiilry into the num- 
ber of niiRels that could dance on the 
point of a. needle: at another H bu- 
sied Itself with laying down the. rules 
for right living or rlghi thinking. 
But always it. remained the idol of 
all lovers of wisdom, who we.ro moro 
than willing to spend their life in its 
service. 

Education, like everything else, 
changes with the times. .From every 
public platform, by every éditorial", 
pen the pronouncement is made thai 
our day and generation must be 
guided by the twin principles of ef- 
ficiency and specialization. Apostles 
of the newer education preach the 
gospel of concentration upon n single 
branch of study, so that experts may 
emerge, knowing nil that there is to 
be known about their particular spe- 
cialty. Science 1 is broad, we arc 
told; and time is fleeting. You can- 
not hope to cover the whole field. 
Take one l.ttle corner of It and do 
that thoroughly. -It is your business 
to make of yourselves good Physi- 
cists, Kconomisus, rhi'ogists, Chem- 
ists. Philosophy is till very well for 
theologians and any others who may 
want It. hut you have no time for 
lhat.sori of thing. Remember . that 
this Is the Ago of Specialization, and 
that you will have all you can do to 
cover your own fiehl properly. 

It goes wilTiout saying that not all 
change Is progress. An educational 
outlook that discourages interest In 
(■o-called "abstract** Hi olds liko phi- 
losophy, while focusing attention ex- 
slvciy upon one specific and concrete 
branch of study, falls far short of the 
demands which may legitimately lie 
made upon it. Philosophy, fur from 
being merely an unwelcome legacy 
from benighted educational ances- 
tors, still constitutes a Iroiisura of 
enlightrneijt and Inspiration. As 
ethics ii reaches out for a standard 
of the Good, for a crl'crlon by which 
to measure social and Individual! ac- 
tivity. As Logic* it lays down 1 1)0 
laws of correct thiiik ng, establishing 
principles of method which miisl 
govern investigation in the natural 
and in the abstract sciences. As 
Mi-tabliyslrs I inquires iiilu Ihe very 
nature of' Reality and the possibility 
of knowing Reality'; And as llio 
History of Philosophy It presents a, 
picture of the act'vity of tho human 
mind throughout the ages. -a llislory 
of thought, and of the varied and 
varying ideas which have determined 
the conduct of men and affairs from 
the time of the (JrcekH until our own 
day. 

'Philosophy !s still the science of 
sciences. One by one Ihe studies 
which once formed pari, of ils cail- 
lent have tnhicyctl their Indepen- 
dence, and now pursue each their 
separate course. The old connection 
has not hern entirely severed, how- 
ever. Philosophy 's still Ihe great 
unifying system, bringing the various 
results into co-ordlna I ion . The data, 
or Physics, Chemistry, Riology, Psy- 
chology arc combined Inlo a theory 
of the nature of filxjutence; Anlhro: 
pology, Sociology, Psychology, Poli- 
tico) Science and Biology all furnish 
their quota lo ethical speculation. 
Philosophy leans heavily upon all

IT LEFT FOUR YEARS AGO 

Hoped for Goal Ncars. after Days of Suffering and Weary 

Work Members havo Taken Prominent Part in 

Faculty and University Activities Forty-four hope 

to Graduate. 



Jn slightly over a hundred 

youths, fresh from the prep, .schools 
all nver Canada, found Ihcir way, 
after much scouting nhoul, lo the 
registrar's office and were, .designated 
to the class of Arts 'L'4. Most of Ihom 
assembled for the first lime for a' lec- 
ture in mom S on October 3rd of that 
year. And from that, first initiation 
Into the mysteries e^ trigonometry 
worries began to be ^multiplied n 
thousandfold; such words as mental 
gymnastics, brain fag, and midnight 
oil began lo assume the significance 
for which they have become famous. 

After four hectic yews of actlvu 
service in the hent of the struggle, 
forty-four of the oaJginals hnvo sur- 
vived either unscathed or with minor 
wounds.

the'fates and theii-'OWn ingenuity has 
carried them through to witness the 
grand finale. 



The outstanding- ntlileto In (ho class 
of '24 Is Campbell Cope who lias 
played oins» hockey throughout his 
four years, dbl sonic boxing In '2(l-'21, 
Played Junior rugby, and graduated' to 
the senior squad in '2L>. .Since his ad- 
vent with (he seniors , he luis played 
consistent rugby and is now considered 
one of the best exponents of tbo game 
at McGlll. "Cam" Cope also finds 
lime to be Arts representative on tliu 
Students' Council, and was recently 
elected to the position of student rep.

EXAMINATIONS, 

Periodic examlnntlono have been 
rulod out by tho National Educution 
association on the ground Hint they 
are "unsound, unscientific and gener- 
ally meaningless." Perhaps the great- 
est argument In favor of this action la 
tho ono suggested by tin; educators 
themselves, namely, that tho examina- 
tion mark is in no way Indicative of 
intelligence. While it is evident that 
somo distinction must be made as to 
tho rclatlvo position of the very bright, 
student as compared with the very 
dull one, |t does not seem logical to 
employ exnmlnutiou marks as the 
basis for this classification. Menial 
capacities must be determined In 
somo other way. Ability really lo un- 
derstand a subject cannot bo estimated 
from a series of grades ln examina- 
tions, and somo other plan must bo 
advanced to ascertain intellectual 
achievement. 

Examinations are unsound, thoy tell 
up, for they are not a measuro of In- 
telligence. Too 0 rtcn a student attains 
a high nverago merely because ho has 
assimilated a fund of Information 
which he retains Just long enough to 
turn over, parrot fashion, to, his pro- 
fossor, In order that ho may convince 
him that ho has learned nnough to 
merit a passing mark. This method 
of educating one's self is hardly the 
best, and yet it brings tho sumo re- 
ward In many cases as diligent effort 
every day. 

Examinations are thus generally 
meaningless, because thoy furnish no 
positive proof that one h»s grasped 
the material at hand. However, reg- 
ular conferences between the In- 
structor and the student will bring to 
light just what the latter docs not un- 
derstand In a manner that is far more 
accurate, than the results obtained by 
an examination. Here too, the stu- 
dent can better learn wherein he is 
right or wrong and can discuss his 
problems with his teacher. Under the 
test, system, this essential factor can- 
not appear, and thus the student baa 
but a. vague Idea a.s to what he Is 
actually accomplishing. These so- 
called round table discussions must 
eventually supplant examinations, be- 
cause the advantages lo be gained arc 
so numerous., and so important, thil 
they cannot long be disregarded.

SYSTEM OF AWARDS GOVERNING ALL ATHLETICS 



HE following now system of nthlctio'nwards was passed hy the Athletic 
Board sit a meeting held into Inst evening. H was nftor much dlscim- 
Flon on the merits of the changes and the Improvement on the old system 
that a final decision, was mad c on the articles n B follows: — 

FORM OF INSIGNIA — There shall be four types of insignia. 
Type 1.,— (a) First Grade "Colour." 

The wearer of this Trill be. referred to as a VMcGllI Red." 
(b) Second Grade "Colour." 

The wearer of this will be' referred to as n "McGIll Half Red." 
<c) Third Grade "Colour." 

(Tho wearer of this will be referred to as a "McGIll Quarter Red." 
NOTE:— "Colours" will only be awarded to tcnm s or individuals who 
win them while representing tho University; they cannot he won In intra- 
mural sports. 

Type -2. — Class Numerals. 

Type 3.— Shield to be worn above "Colour." 

Type (_ — Dated Bar for each "Colour"' won to ibe worn below "Colour." 
NOTE: — Manager of Major and Minor sports may be. given a ring for 
tnerttorlotis service. 

CATEGORIES — All sports to fall into one of four categories. 

(1)— Mhjor. 
O— Minor. 
(.1) — Sanctioned. 
(i) — Inter-mural. 

In each of these categories provision is made for those sports. 

(a) of the Period or Team Type where periods of play are in force and 

(b) sports of the Individual achievement type. 

In Major, Minor and Sanctioned sports provision must he made for In- 
tercollegiate and no-h-intercoilegiate compclltio. for ehampioship teams and 
for substitutes. The following definitions show the relatve merlin and clas- 
sifications:

Tor Minor and Sanctioned and Non-lntorcnl- 
leglnte Major Period Type sporls -will bo granted an award one higher hi 
scale than that which they would otherwise have received. « , 

Record breakers or winners) of 10 points In Individual Type Minor 
sports will be granted an award <mo higher 'In seule than that which thcy 
wnuld otherwise have received.

(g) Substitutes— Substitutes will bo granted an award one grade lower 
than the team on which they substitute.

ovor, ni. nierais shad no granted to logular members o'. representallve Uni- 
versity Period Type, teams in league competition. Also members nt. repre- 
sentative University Individual Type teams who score at least one point in 
authorized meets shall bo granted numerals.

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FACTS ABOUT QUEBEC 



TERRITORY 



Tlie Province of Quebec is the largest 
of the nine provinces in point of ter- 
ritory, comprising an area of 703,65 3 
square miles, of which 15,969 are 
lakes. The area organized into municipalities is 24,317,662 
acres, or 37,996 square miles, thus showing that the greater 
proportion of the province is largely unsettled. This is due to 
the annexation of Ungava to the province, for old Quebec com- 
prised but 187,402 square miles, as against 703,653 square 
miles. Quebec comprises one-fifth of the total area of Can- 
ada- A better comparative idea of the territory of the province 
is gained when figures are compared. The Quebec square mile- 
age is 703,653, that of Ontario 407,262, of British Columbia 
255,855, of Alberta 255,285, of Manitoba 251,832, of Sas- 
katchewan 251.700, of New Brunswick 27.985, of Nova Scotia 
21,428, of Prince Edward Island 2,184, of the Yukon 207,076 
and there arc 1,242,224 square 'miles in the North-West Ter- 
ritory. 

The Statistical Year Book of the Province of Quebec for 1928, 
speaking of Quebec's territory, comments:

U (Quebec) is an immense penin- 
sula surrounded by the waters of Hud- 
son's Bay, the Atlantic Ocean, the 
Gulf of St- Lawrence, and Ottawa 
Kiver Ihe interior is but little inhabited. Properly speaking 
the shores of the St. Lawrence and Baie des Chaleurs and the 
banks of the Ottawa river are inhabited by a population living 
in communities. The extreme inhabited parts on the north are 
in the country of Lake St. John and the Abitibi region. Situa- 
ted as it were in the centre of the eastern provinces of the 
Canadian Confederation, in control of almost the entire navi- 
gation of the St. Lawrence and of the mouth of this river the 
I rovincc of Quebec might be said lo hold the gale and keys of 
Canada, and no importation, no exportation takes place from 
burope to Canada, or vice versa, during eight, months of the 
year, without passing through the ports of Montreal and Que- 
bec- lh.s favorable location assured the province of more 
than hall the trade of Canada. 



Lstimates from provincial sources of 
population place the figures at 
2,432,251 in 1918, of which 1,168.- 
368 are classed as urban and 1,263,- 
883 as rural. When the populations of Montreal and the City 
of Quebec are deducted it will be seen lhat there has been lit- 
tle disturbance in population in the rest of the province as com- 
pared with 1911. Of late years, notably ihe last ten years, a 
number of smaller cities having grown up, such as Three Rivers, 
Shawinigan Falls, Sherbrooke, Hull, Gruiul'Merc, Granby and 
La Tuque.

COLONIZATION 



Colonization in the Province of Que- 
bec is being encouraged, and is on 
ihe increase. 'Ihe Government spends 
over half a million dollars per year 
for building roads alone. Districts in northern Quebec, not- 
ably the Abitibi, have been growing rapidly, where the popula- 
tion has risen to 10,000 in the pasl six or seven years. 



WATERWAYS 



Queb ec is v/ell provided with water- 
ways. In addition lo the mighty St. 
Lawrence, which traverses most of the 
. province, there are various other navi- 

gable rivers, and also a system of canals. The Saguenay river 
is navigable as far as Chicoutimi. A canal connects the Riche- 
lieu river with the Hudson river via Lake Champlain The 



EDUCATION 



Education in l he Province of Quebec 
is divided into three classes, primary, 
classical colleges and universities 
The primary schools arc divided into 
four branches — nursery, elementary primary, intermediate, and 
superior primary. Elementary primary schools are most com- 
mon and arc all ended by children between' the ages of 5 and 
14. The intermediate and primary are Ihe model schools, 
and there is one in most of the villages of the province. The 
superior primary school, also known as the academy, completes 
the primary course of study, the full length of which is eight 
years. There are 300 of them in the province. 

Secondary education is given by the classical colleges and high 
schools, and is a preparation for the study of the liberal profes- 
sions. 

Superior education is given in the four universities of the prov- 
ince, MdGill, University of Montreal. Laval and Bishop's Col- 
lege al Lennoxville. 

There are fourteen normal schools, twelve schools of art and 
manufactures, three agricultural schools, more than fifty house- 



The Province of Quebec has fisheries 
classed among the most extensive in 
the world- They are classified into 
two kinds, sea fisheries under tho 
control of the Federal Government, and the inland fisheries 
under the control of the Quebec Government. The sea fishes 
aie cod, her."ng, lobster, mackerel, salmon, haddock, sea-trout, 
halibut, hake, seals and whales. I he inland fisheries are sal- 
mon, trout, eels, pickerel, carp, bass, cat-fish, pike, white fish, 
sturgeon and perch. The toulacli or fork-tail trout are also 
found in several lakes, while Lake St. John, its tributaries and 
outlets are renowned for the ouananish or land-locked salmon. 
The Provincial Government grants to private individuals and 
registered fishing clubs, for a yearly rental, the exclusive right 
to fish in certain rivers and lakes in a territory whose area is 
specified. There are four hatcheries for re-stocking lakes and 
livers with trout and salmon. 



MINES 



The total value of the production of 
mines in the Province of Quebec is 
over $20,000,000- The asbestos 

~ ■ mines, containing practically all the 

asbestos in the world, produces half of that amount, employs 
about 4,000 workmen and pays in wages about $4,000,'.)00. 
The province is well endowed with quarries of great value. 



WATER POWER 

■ 



The gross water power of the rivers 
of the province is estimated al nearly 
15,000,000 horse power, and of this 
total about 900,000 h.p. have been 
developed. 1 he development of water powers is under the di- 
rection of the Quebec Streams Commission. Two important 
storage dams have been built. The Gouin reservoir at La 
Loutre, on the St- Maurice, is the largest reservoir in the world. 
It has a capacity of 160,000,000,000 cubic feet and a water 
area of 300 square miles. The storage permits of a regulated 
flow of water of over 1 2,000 cubic feet per second at Shawini- 
gan. The dam on the St. Francis river stores 12,000,000,001) 
cubic feet. The Commission's report on the Lake Si. John 
possibilities indicate that if a dam were built at its outlet the 
water-powers on the Grande-Decharge or on the Petite-Dé- 
charge would be nearly treble, about 800,000 horse power be- 
ing then available. 
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
